This  isn?t  done  to  make  the 
game  dull  from  lack  of  fancy  aerials  and  backfield  trick- 
ery. It’s  simply  safe,  practical  thinking. 

Shortest  distance  between  two  points  is  a straight. 

line. 

Picking  up  three,  yards  , each  carry  will  give  a team 
12  j^ards  every  four  downs.  At  this  rate  an  eleven  could 
pick  up  the  10  yards  necessary  for  a first  down  easily  and 
keep  picking  them  up  until  they  cross  the  goal  line, 

COEDS  DON’T  KNOW 

Another  problem  area,  especially  for  Coeds,  is  the 
kickoff.  Offensive  team  after  kicking  lets  the  ball  roll  as 
far  as  it  will  Defensive  team  will  often  let  the  ball  roll  to 
avoid  being  smeared — which  is  sure  to  happen  if  one  of 
them  dives  for  the  ball. 

“Fair  catch”  means  receiver  has  signalled  desire  to 
catch  ball,  but  not  to  ran  it  back.  Ball  will  then  be  placed 
down  where  caught. 

After  the  kickoff,  ball  will  either  be  allowed  to  roll 
“dead”  or  be  picked  up  by  receiving  team  to  be  run  back. 
In  either  event  play  will  proceed  with  offensive  team  al- 
lowed four  plasms  to  advance  the  ball  ten  yards.  If  they 
fail  to  do  so  the  defending  team  takes  over  first  dowii  and 
ten  yards  to  go,
